Document 1 discloses a circuit board device 
comprising a fastening means (28) , wherein a first board 
and a second board are electrically connected via an 
anisotropic conductive member. 



Claims 3-4 

The invention set forth in claim 3 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1 and document 
2 cited in the international search report. 

Document 2 discloses a pressing component comprising 
an elastic material, which has a first surface, a second 
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surface and a third surface. 



Claims 5-6 

The invention that is set forth in claims 5-6 is 
novel in relation to the documents that are cited in the 
international search report. 

Specifically, the features wherein the depressions 
formed by the vias are assimilated due to the elasticity 
of the anisotropic conductive member, and the electrode 
terminals are connected to the anisotropic conductive 
member via a planar region are not disclosed in any of the 
documents . 



Claim 7 

The invention set forth in claim 7 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 3 cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 3 discloses a circuit board device 
comprising vias that communicate with the electrode 
terminals . 



Claims 8-9 

The invention set forth in claims 8-9 lacks novelty 
in the light of document 1 cited in the international 
search report .

Claim 10

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periphery of the anisotropic conductive member (44) .
